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Deux Ex Machina is one of the most promising electro acts from Sweden. Their big success was, when 
their last demo tape was marked in Belgian electrozine Side-Line as “most promising tape”. We 
tried to ask them some questions and we are happy the boys from 2XM had time to answer them. 


At the beginning, the usual question. Could you please introduce your band Deux Ex Machina ? 

DEUX EX MACHINA spelt deus ex machina means A GHOST IN THE MACHINE and itis latin. We 
often shorten it 2XM. 2XM has existed since February ’91. 2XM is Fredrik Sjoberg, 19 years old and 
Mika Tienhaara, 21 years old. We do most of the music together. 


Your music and your lyrics are very interesting. How will you describe music you’re playing ? What are your 
lyrics about ? 

Hardbanging electropumping music. We like to experiment with electromusic by mixing up our 
music with different music styles. Lyrics are about man being machine, but there is a soul within this 
machine. We also take up PROBLEMS today in our society; like social misery and neo-nazi 
movement. Some lyrics are about different/strange love. 


You have released two demo tapes. Could you tell us more about them ? Any other releases or even a CD appearance 
in the near future? 

First demotape “A World In Horror...A Mind In Fear” was released in November ‘91 and contained 

14 songs. It was a limited edition of 100 copies. Second demotape “Slaves To The Machinery” was 
released in July ‘92 and contained 11 songs. It’s a limited edition of 250 copies. It has become a small 
success. In SIDELINE, the Belgian electrozine, issue 8 it was chosen as the most promising tape & 
in your fanzine issue 4 you rated it as the best tape (thank you). 15th of July we were released in 
Belgium ona Sideline tape compilation. We have two tracks on it and they are called “Filled with 
schmerz” and “Peace is disease”. Later this year we'll appear on two compilation CD’s here in 

Sweden. In Biosoft rec’s compilation we have one track and on Basement rec’s we have two tracks. 
The later one we know will be released in November. 


Which are your main influences (on music & also on lyrics) ? 
We get influences from all kinds of music we're listening to and also from films, radio and from our 
lives. 


You are using many interesting samples in your music (Mozart, Eurythmics....). Why ? What are other sample 
sources ? 

To get the right samples into the right place is a way of art itself, so it is a challenge to us to make 
an even more perfect track. Sources ? From films and radio. 


And what about the live gigs ? Where were you playing so far and where will you play in the near future ? Could 
you describe your live show ? 

We've had 3 live gigs in Sweden so far. This autumn we have two gigs planned so far, one in 
Vanersborg and one in Uddevalla here in Sweden. We have also received wishes to play in Europe. 
We hope that we could play in Belgium, Germany, France & of course in Slovakia, when we have 
released our first compilation CD. We are working on our coming liveshow so we don’t want to 
reveal any details yet. 
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The Scandinavian electronic scene is very huge, especially in Sweden and Denmark. Can you tell us why ? Which 
are your favourite Scandinavian bands ? Any hot “electronic” news from the North ? 

We don’t think the electroscene is so big here in Scandinavia and we don’t have any special favourite 
Scandi-bands. Hot news from the North? Yes you will have it in your mind when you have read this 
article. 


What are you doing, when you aren’t making music ? 

Fredrik: Studies computerscience at university. Plays tennis. He also likes to go out to dance on clubs 
and also going on concerts where he gets influences for our music. 

Mika: Studies mechanical engineering at university. Reads a lot of books, where he gets new ideas 
for lyrics. Spends a lot of time with his girlfriend & friends. Going out to dance isn’t so boring either. 


Your opinion about nowadays World electronic scene ? 

Fredrik: I think there are only a few good electrobands, but these are very good. I like Depeche Mode, 
Front 242, Frontline Assembly and Nitzer Ebb. I also listen to good dance music and pop music. 
Mika: I don’t know so much about today’s electro, because I mostly listen to indie and goth. I used 
to listen a lot of electro in the late 80’s like Nitzer, Klinik, Skinny and Frontline. 


We have reached the end of this interview. How will you conclude it ? 

THE SLAVERY PERIOD. The theatrical god created the machinery. Then we bacame slaves - to the 
machinery. We broke free from the chains of slavery, never more to be humiliated, we though..... 
THE SCHMERZ PERIOD. Now we're hit by schmerz (pain) from inside, outside & above. Just as a 
way of punishment. We can feel this pain & it really hurts. But we will regain power and hit back 
hard...

Christian Mumenthaler ts known for his excellent graphic works, for making covers for several CDs 
and also for running an info center of Front Line Assembly called Convergence (unfortunately, it 
doesn’t exit anymore). 


At first, tell us please about yourself, your very beginning and also something about your magazine. 
Why have you decided to do graphic works ? 
My very beginning was on the 21th of June 1969, but what concerns my activities with EBM, it 
was in 1988, when! started to work on a Front 242 (and EBM) fanzine called PRINCIPLES together 
with a few friends. Everything in the fanzine was quite chaotic then and we used pictures from the 
media to make strange layouts. We also used codenames and other stuff which gave a very 
particular atmosphere to the fanzine. 
In 1990, we stopped making it because we were running out 
of time and money. My work for music magazine NEW LIFE 
that I had begun in 1989 also took more and more from my 
spare time. 
It is difficult to remember when I have decided to make 
ae: x computergraphics. I had always been a computer-freak, 
OS ee ] loved to program these machines and their graphic 
| possibilities had always fascinated me. In 1989, | 
visited the Front 242 studio and there I saw that they 
were using the same computers as I did for their covers 
(Amiga computers). That's probably what gave me the 
courage to start myself. 


We know, that you were running Convergence - F.L.A. 
info service. Tell us the story about the start, life and the 
end of it. 

The story of CONVERGENCE its sad one for me and | 

don’t really like to talk about it. I had got to know 

Frontline Assembly (Bill Leeb) in 1989 through letters 
and we saw each other quite a lot during their 1989 
tour. We became friends and we decided that I would 
organize a European Info Service for them named 

Convergence. 

From 1990 to 1992 I answered hundreds of letters from 
all over the world, butin the same time, Billand Rhys got 
Ba rhs more and more busy in studio and didn't find any time for 
i nn the communication that was very important for Conver- 

gence. In 1992, two weeks before the release of their new 
album, I was informed that the address of Convergence 

wouldn't be on the cover anymore which was the (quite 
brutal) end of the Info Service. Since then, many things have 
been said and discussed, but I don’t want to go into it. 
IT hope to see them on their next tour to get right with it as I still 
think that they make the best heavy electronic music in the 
world. 
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Your graphic art is very interesting. Where are the pictures you are 
using from ? What do want you to express with them ? And what kind of equipment (software, 
hardware, etc.) are you using for it 7 
Thanks for the compliments! I have to say that I am not always happy with the results that can 
be seen on the covers as most labels have not a lot of money and therefore use the cheapest way 
to print my graphics on the covers. 

The Pictures I use (and digitize) are often taken from books and newspapers, but also from real 
persons like me (I'm the cheapest model | can think off!) to give a human touch to the pictures. 
When I was younger, I was often full of anger and disappointment about the world that was 
surrounding me and the world tn general, about war and oppression, terror and torture. It fs this 
anger that I directly expressed in my pictures. Today, | have learned to look further, to see that 
everything was more complicated, that every political situation was based on hundreds of factors 
like history, geography, economy, psychology etc. That's why I prefer to make different pictures 
with less cliches. I don’t use war-pictures anymore as I do not think anymore that showing bad 
things would make people think. In fact, war-pictures just fascinate people in a way (the same ill 
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fascination that most of the people including me feel when they see a powerfull weapon), but don't 
make them think. 

In the new pictures like the "Human Desolation” cover of XMTP, the naked body of the girl reflects 
many different things like: sexuality, vulnerability, loneliness, coldness. No accusations, just 
statements. 

As equipment, I was using an Amiga 500 with digitizer and video camera, but I have a new 
equipment since two months. 


For which bands and labels are you making covers ? Why just for them ? Tell us more about the 
process of creation of a cover. 

I have made covers for FLA (Third Mind), Insekt (KK Records), XMTP (Zoth Ommog) and others. 
There have been some very small bands that have asked me to make a cover for their tapes or their 
first CD for free, but I couldn't accept as I didn't like the music. It’s no arrogance, it’s a principle. 
Furthermore, many people don’t realize that my equipment was very expensive and that I have to 
ask something for my work, even if I'm not paid for my time. 

Today, I am only making XMTP covers as I have come to the conclusion that it is not good to work 
for different bands at the same time. My pictures have a very special style and it’s too boring if 
more than one band uses it. 

I guess the creation of a cover ts very similar to the creation of a piece of music: I try to find some 
ideas for a very long time and then, suddenly, I've got it and design it in a few hours. After that, 
I look at it for weeks and change tiny bits all the time until I'm satisfied. 


What are your other interests ? Which is your most favourite computer game ? 

I have many other interests. Music in general is very important to me and I'm listening to different 
styles as | believe that there are good bands everywhere. I| also read a lot of books (from science- 
fiction to history & psychology) and like to write myself. That's why I have written a whole science- 
fiction book called “The Godkillers” (in German), but nobody has accepted to publish it yet. 

I have not a lot of time to play computer-games (I'm studying physics at the university!), but my 
preferred games are role playing games. At the moment, I am programing one myself together with 
a friend. 


So, what about your collaboration with Transmission 242 and Transzine 7? What do you think about 
the latest releases of Front 242 ? And what about the rest of electronic scene ? 

I know the people from Transmission 242 for years now and I consider them as being personal 
friends of mine today. When they started with their magazine, I asked them if they needed some 
help as they had helped me a lot before. That’s why I prefer not to say my opinion about the latest 
Front 242 album. It would it be too long and not only positive. I just think that it will be a powerful 
live-show. 

There are hundreds of new bands since I started to be interested in electronic music, but too many 
just copy old stuff (even if you often write in Crewzine: °... it sounds like XXX, but I wouldn't say 
that they copy XXX...°). For my personal taste, the best bands in general still are: Depeche Mode 
(yes!), Frontline Assembly, Front 242, Clock DVA and Delerium (ambient, instrumental side- 
project of FLA on Dossier Records). From the new bands | specially like “Panic On The Titanic” 
(Glasnost), “Network” (Swiss band, MCD on their own label) and "Second Voice” (Hyperium). These 
people really don’t copy other bands and have their own atmosphere. 

I will not mention the bands I don't like as I believe that it is stupid to hurt people for nothing. 


And what about future ......... 

In the future, I will change radically my style in my graphic works, as my new and fast Amiga 4000 
computer will allow me to explore new ways. The problem is that the more I want to get away from 
the cliche-pictures, the more people and labels ask me for exactly these pictures. | had once sent 
one of my favorite pictures to labels. It was a picture with a girl on it that looked sad. In fact, it 
was Sophia Scholl, one of the very few German resistance fighters of the 3rd Reich on the day of 
her arrestation. She was 21 years old and had dared to write the truth about the regime and 
distribute it to other people at the university. She was executed a few days later. Knowing this, 
the picture was very strong and symbolic, but no label wanted it, as it looked too “soft” for them! 
I really hope that this attitude will change! 

I also plan to get in contact with XMTP as it would it be nice to exchange ideas. I have read all the 
interviews they have given, but a more direct way of communication would allow me to express 
their feelings more accurately. In fact, I should have contacted them a long time ago, but I'm really 
lazy guy most of the time... 

For Crewzine, and especially for all its readers in the Eastern part of Europe, I wish all the best 
for the future and a lot of hope and faith if life should turn out to be harder than expected! 
Thanks for interview! 


Thanx for interview, all the best, Abortion and Chainsaw for Crewzine 
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dying. Maybe, this is true about the “big” bands like Front 
_ 242, butthere are also “little” bands and they are creating 
Petisn a mew Belgian electronic scene with a lot of potential. 
. =>? Johan Van Roy and his Suicide Commando only prove it. 


Johan, you are the only leader, so could you please 
introduce yourself as well Suicide Commando to Crewzine 
readers ? 

Hello, I'm Johan Van Roy, I'm 27 years old and I'm living 
in the North-East of Belgium, right in the middle of 
nowhere. When! look out of my window! can see the trees 
and the cows, very inspiring for my music. Suicide 
Commando was founded in 1986. With very limited 
equipment (1 synth + 1 drummachine) | started creating 
my own music, at that time influenced a lot by The Klinik. 
Till now I released 8 (!) tapes and a new tape is planned for 
September (by the time you read this, it should be out }), 
I appeared on a few compilation LP’s and earlier this year 4 Suicide Commando tracks were 
released on the split CD “Induktion, Variantz Und Deren Folgen” on the German label Kugelblitz 
Records. Other bands on the CD are Genital A-tech, Digital Slaughter and Dementia Simplex. 
If | have to describe my music, I should say it’s a mixture of minimal, hard and dark electro. 


The name Suicide Commando sounds really cool. Why have you decided to act under this name? 
Well, “Suicide Commando’ ts a title ofan old song, ifI'm not mistaking from a German band called 
No More. I don't think they exist anymore. | just thought it sounded really nice, so there's no real 
reason behind it. 


Why do you prefer the connection between man and machines ? Could you imagine yourself 
playing other music than music based on technology ? 

In fact we're all machines, we're living in a world full of machines, technology.... and sometimes 
we even act like machines. I really like the special atmospheres you can create with synths... and 
of course, machines have much more possibilities. Well, I don't think Ill ever use other 
instruments, probably because J can’t play that good, haha. 


The Klinik is one of your main influences. What are your other musical, but also non-musical 
inspirations ? 

Yes, The Klinik is/was a big influence to me, I'm not denying that, but in fact I'm influenced by 
everything I listen to, whether itis Leaether Strip, Dive, yelworC, Insekt, Plastic Noise Experience, 
Project Pitchfork or even small unknown bands, it doesn’t matter. Other inspirations are 
television, literature... 


“Black Flowers” are still beautyful, but all your fans are ready for another masterpiece which 
should be out in the forthcoming weeks. How would you characterize your newest tape ? 

The new tape “Electro Convulsion Therapy” contains 10 tracks, 9 new tracks + 1 remix ofan older 
song “Close your eyes”. The title song was recorded together with the singer of the Belgian band 
Fuze Box Machine. There will be again some dark tracks on it, but also some more aggressive 
pieces. I think the main difference with the previous “Black Flowers” tape will be the use of more 
and harder vocals. The harder tracks will be harder than before, the darker one will be even darker. 
The new tape will be more extreme. But, discover it yourself ! Watch out for it ! 


Stefan Herwig (Kugelblitz) and Dirk Ivens are some of the people who are really trying to give you 
a “helping hand” and release your music on CD format. What are the latest news regarding to 
your CD release ? What are the reactions of other labels ? 

At this moment of time I'm still waiting for confirmation from one of these guys, but I have good 
hope there'll come a Suicide Commando CD. I just keep my fingers crossed ! I hope you have more 
details about their plans in the coming weeks. 

Till now, the other labels are not so interested, except for some contributions to compilations, but 
when the new tape is finished I'll send some promotional copies to some labels in the hope they 
will react. 


Now it's time to solve one mystery (unfortunately, we can't solve it, all we can do is only to make 
some comments). Why Belgian labels are not interested in Belgian newcomers? 


I think it’s not a mystery, Belgian labels are just interested in making big money, they don’t dare 
to take any risk. It’s a shame ! 
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15th of May in St. Niklaas was very special day, when Suicide Commando appeared at the first 
time live on the stage. I have heard that your live gig was the highlight of this electrofestival. 
How do you feel about your first live performance ? 

I was really satisfied ! 1 had a great time and I think the people were pleased as well. I got very good 
reactions after the concert, even from the singer of Plastic Noise Experience, it was really nice. For 
my future gigs I hope to offer even more (live percussion ?, slides ? ...), | don’t know yet. 


You are the half of Lescure 13, which is another extremely promising Belgian electro act. There 
is a lot of news about Lescure 13, so let’s talk about them. 
Well, Lescure 13 just released a new tape “Face D.Evil, D.Evil Face”. In the forthcoming months 
we'll also appear on some compilation CDs (the “Blood And Computers” compilation, the next 
“Rotation” compilation on 
Kugelblitz Records, a compila- 
tion on Machinery Records ? 
and perhaps few more). We'll 
also do some new live gigs in the 
coming months. Most of our 
gigs are rather chaotic. If you 
have the possibility to see us 
live, don’t hesitate ! 


What is your opinion on the re- 
birth of The Klinik ? 

I like the latest “Contrast” CD 
from The Klinik. There are some 
good tracks on it (“Operation’, 
“Patient”, “Humilate”). But live 
it was a big disappointment. 
There was no movement, no 
aggression, there was nothing... 
I had the feeling I was just lis- 
tening to the CD. | think the re- 
birth of The Klinik is good, but 
maybe he'd better change his 
name because people are still 
comparing the new Klinik with 
the old Klinik and that’s a bit of 
shame. The Klinik will never be 
the same anymore. 


In your opinion, what are the 
most impressive releases in last 
few months ? 

One of the most impressive re- 
leases I think is the “Brain- 
storming” CD from yelworC. A 
real masterpiece ! I also enjoyed 
the CD’s from Der Prager 
Handgriff (“Arglistige Taushung), Project Pitchfork (“Souls / Island”), Plastic Noise Experience 
(“String Of Ice” + “Small Town Bouy” MCD), Mentallo & The Fixer (“Revelations 23"), Serpents 
(“Terminal Breath’) ... + some good compilation tapes of Side-Line magazine (“Eggs Cavation”, “T- 
cket 2 ze Trop-X") ... 


What is the future of music that Suicide Commando and Crewzine are involved in ? 

As | already said I hope to release the first complete Suicide Commando CD later this year or early 
next year, and I also hope to do some more gigs in Belgium, France, Germany... 

To conclude this interview, what is the closing statement of Suicide Commando ? 

I want to thank you and the rest of Crewzine for the support and interest! And I would like to say 
hello to all Crewzine readers ! Together we're strong !

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Electronic scene in France is not so huge, one can think that there aren't any electronic bands. But this isn’t 
true. There are very good electronic bands like Brain Leisure and also Kriegbereit. Just read the following 
interview. 


At the beginning could you please introduce Kriegbereit’s line up and its activities? 

Kriegbereit includes 2 persons: 

- Dominik Prognoz: electronics. 26 years old. computer scientist 

- JF Krieg: voice. noises. 22 years old. student in economics 

The band is really composed of these 2 members and we have some difficulties to find a third person for 
bashing some metal percussions. 


Kriegbereit doesn’t sound really French. Why? 

I think you mean that our name sounds German. This name has been chosen according to its harsh and 
aggressive pronunciation and its double meaningness. 

I think that itis actually more purposeful than mostly of these names sounding so “cliché” in electronic music 


- they sound all the same, very stupid, you know what! mean... nameslike ... Digital Machine, Cyborg Attack. 
Signal 852... oh oh. 


I suppose that you can’t see yourselves playing other music than aggressive electronic. In your 
Opinion what are the advantages (or disadvantages) of doing this kind of music? 

Sorry but I don't agree with you. I think we could compose other kinds of music and by this way, we wouldn't 
confine ourselves to a single kind of electronic music. Moreover | think that one can both appreciate the 
sounds of techno music and be able to do the same for other kinds of music. which are very different. 
The quality and diversity of sounds. the rapidity of composition anf the opportunity to avoid the problems 
that a basic “rock” band may encounter are some advantages of the electronic music. But one of the 
drawbacks is that the machine may do some errors... Anyway... one can benefit from them. 

The feeling of frustration is the main reason why Dominik and | compose this kind of music. We really like 
a few electro-bands. so we try to create the msuic we would like to listen to and that is not the case for the 
other musical stuff we also appreciate. 


What are the main inspirations of Kriegbereit? 
Sounds, noises, images... the everyday's life, the people and our environment. 


“Maschinenkunst” was areal “kunst stuck”. am sure you are working on another masterpiece. Any 
additional infos? 

First of all. thanks for the compliment. We have recorded 4 songs in the studios of Machinery Records in 
Berlin. A mCD called “A forest” and produced by Jor should be released in Autumn (November) - a demo 
version of “A forest” is already available on the CD sampler “Scanning Vol. I” 


You are involved also in Legion Kondor. Could you tell us more about this. Any other collaborations 
or side projects? 

Legion Kondor is Cyber K2A’s project. He is a friend that I've known for a long time. I've just mixed and 
recorded his tape and Dominik has given some sequences to him. The powerful Cyber saw to all the rest. 
This collaboration was made for enjoying ourselves as well as producing a lot of noise - the Cyber decided 
to commercialize it under L.A. name, that’s OK. | respect his own choice. 

We may do other things together once againin the future. or with someone else... but there’s nothing planned 
for the moment... we are very busy with Kriegbereit you know. 
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As far I am informed by our French Top Secret Agent, there are some interesting things happening 
on French electronic scene. But I think this scene still remains a mystery to many freaks, so let's 
solve this mystery now! 

Franceisa dull country. Electronic music doesn't really exist here. The audience remainssmall and the bands 
are just a few. Anyway, we don't give up. the situation seems to be less desperate today and we hope that 
it's going to grow. In any case we do our best for that. We project to release with Machinery a CD copilation 
of electro-bands, being just Belgian or French. This is an abmitious project in which I spend a lot of my time 
and a great deal of energy. I hope it will be carried out. It would represent a great progressin our young electro- 
scene. You'll find on this CD some of the most promising acts today in France. according to me ... Brain 
Leisure, A Thousand Societies, Fight In'Unity. De Vermis Mysteriis....

How would you describe Kriegbereit on stage? 
Playing on stageis really something we have to avoid for the moment because we lack of material, equipment. 
we have to find a percussionist.

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Simbolo is the leader of Brazilian electronic movement and also 
well known electro act. We have asked Martin - the only 
man behind Simbolo, for many people from really 

exotic country, some questions. Here is the re- 
Sult.... 


Could you please tell us something more 
about yourself ? When did Simbolo start 
up ? 

| bought my first keyboard in 1986 (and I'm. 
keeping it with me at the moment), then in the 
next year | got adrum machine and! had plans 
to create a duet with aJapanese friend of mine, 
to make some dance stuff, more soft and 
melodic, like Depeche Mode, Soft Cell, Yazoo, 
etc. But this union never started so | tried other 
partners , but only in 1988 Simbolo was born. | had 
made first contact with a guy in a synthetizer pro- 
gramming course which worked alone in minimalist 
music way. I'd already composed some tracks in this way too 
and we decided to make songs together. I'd used my drum machine 

as a sequencer creating an atmosphere almost EBM, that we had never heard before. We had never 
heard, any electronic sounds differents than Kraftwerk or Cabaret Voltaire. At that time we haven't 
known Front 242, Nitzer Ebb, Skinny Puppy, etc. 

The first gig wasn’t what we expected for it and my partner decided to go out of the band, cause he 
didn’t like play our music in night-clubs. To him our songs were very good to play them in that kind 
of places. After several other partners | decided to go ahead alone. 


What are the main symbols of Simbolo ? Except Stravinsky, what are the other influences of 
Simbolo ? 

When | did an art course in a high school here, | came contact with several artistic manifestations. But 
what | really like is the Sovietic art from the early 20th century with names such as Stravinsky, 
Maiakovinsky, Rodchenko, El Lissitsky, Malevich, etc. 


One of the main characteristic of Simbolo is also your voice. Could you tell us more about it? 
Simbolo has on vocal works his trade mark. | look for something oppressor and authoritary sometimes 
| try be suffered and tormented. That provide me what | need with regard to instruments: Force and 
Splendour. In the next releases I'll explore as much quality as my vocal can offer. 


Your first album “Le Sacré Du Printemps” was a big success and Simbolo is worldwide 
appreciated electro-act. Could you please explain this success ? 

L.S.P. has a main characteristic, it’s objective. Also more melodic than EBM scene that I’m often 
listening to now. It’s very accessible in spite of the hard vocal, in spite of the economic arrangement. 
Maybe there is an exotic factor cause Simbolo comes from Brasil. The album was recorded with 
electronic instruments from the early 80's. Maybe people want listen that stuff again. | don’t want this 
success make me repeat the formula. The next album will be so different. 


Lyrics on your album are written not only in English and Portuguese, but also in Papiament. 
Do you speak Papiament ? 

No, | don’t speak Papiament. ! used this language to turn more easy the construction of songs. 
Principally cause | believe that is more important “how say” than “what say”. 


Sao Paulo is not only one of the largest megalopoles in the World, but it has also one of the 
largest electronic scenes. Simbolo is one of the symbols of electronic movement in Brazil. So 
could you please give us your opinion on this movement ? 

Today Simbolo is the symbol of electronic movement, cause at the last 56 months he’s making his work 
based on discipline, moving in a corporation that create the image before the music. All this work is 
supervised by myself to keep the quality upper that the medium for any details, from that minor to the 
more remarkable and the people note that | think that the most of the bands from this “movement” 
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don’t worry about these aspects making and weak- 
ening this scene, loosing representativity. 

In general | think that’s the effort from afew person 
who run this movement. 


Cri Du Chat Disquesis an excellent electro label. 
What about your collaboration with this label? 
Long ago there is a relation of respect, friendship 
and trust between Simbolo and CDC. We're learn- 
ing together what is the best way to work, more and 
more professional. 


Before your demo tape “In The Danger Zone”, 
did you record other demo tapes ? Is it still 
possible to get these tapes ? 

There’re many unreleased songs on several demo 
tapes from which I’m choosing now. Hope to release 
a retrospection on 3 different tapes which will show 
different styles of Simbolo in his first 3 years of 
activities. 


Have you already started working on new materials for next album ? When would it be out ? 
It will contain only new tracks or you are planning to include also some tracks from “In The 
Danger Zone” demo tape, which didn’t appear on your first album (*“Homem Palido” or “Essay 
in slow motion” for example) ? 

I’m working on a new album long time ago and | think you will get a big surprise when we'll release 
avery special single in the middle of this year. For this moment you can find Simbolo on two different 
compilations already released: “Absolute Control comp.”, where appears “Mercy and guilt”, 
recorded live and “Minimal Synth Ethics 2”, with an exclusive track, “Your life”. The new album will 
come out at end of this year and will bring a song dedicated to the suffered people from ex-Czecho- 
-Slovakia. 


Could you describe live show of Simbolo ? When should we expect to see Simbolo In Europe? 
We are two people on live stage. All instruments are put on by a sequencer through diskettes with the 
set-list already choosen. The synthetizeris plugged in serie by MIDI including percussive section. The 
vocals are made live. The other guy (my brother Joel Jr.) put on the light unit, controlling 18 white, 
red and yellow spots, fog and other light effects. On the backside is our flag with the Simbolo logo. 
Maybe we will make a gig in Europe when the next album will come out. 


What do you think about other promising Brazilian bands like Khomand 45, Volv Uncion, Loop 
B, Morgue.... ? 

It's a hard question. Bands with more experiences have more personality and they're completely 
different. You can note that in the first “Minimal Synth Ethics” compilation. They try several ways and 
several styles, keeping their characteristic. | think it’s a good thing. New bands are inside of EBM 
“cliches” they are very capable but not too much creative. Anyway | can pass you a wrong vision cause 

| don’t have contact with the most of them and we never talked about our works. Here are two bands 
which | can detach from this scene (by the consistence of the sound): Bad Cock and Individual Industry. 


Which are your plans for the coming months ? Whatis the future of Brazilian electronic music? 
I'll be in studio soon. | need test new equipments. As well study English, make new photos and alot 
of other things. Nothing more than I’m doing in the last 5 years. 


What about some of your other interests and hobbies ? 
Travel, drink Portuguese wine, make gymnastics... 


Do you have any special message for our readers to conclude this interview ? 
Especially to my Slovak friends | wish good luck in this hard phase of their history. I'll be pleasured 
to write back. Bye.

Not only the music, but also 
the name of your band is very 
attractive. Why have you cho- 
sen the name Morgue? 

This name-Morgue-was given 
for the facilit of pronunciation 
for some people fromhere and 
also by the fact of the 
necrophoby caused when itis 
remembered the real mean- 
Ing of the word - Mortuary - 
(Morgue for the USA) 


What was the starting point of 
Morgue and why do you prefer 
technology in your musical 
creativity? 

In the begining it was me (Gil ° 
O.S.) and Julio C.O. (former 
member). We composed ex- 
perimental music because of 
fault of resource. This project 
was named PERVERSE MIND 
(which today is a solo project). 
When appeared Rene R.S.M. 
for the vocals, we changed the 
name to MORGUE. 

G: Since the childhood I felt a 
very intensive wish for music, so | studied at musical conservatory and | played trombone. Between 14 and 16 
years old | was strongly connected to the punk movement. | started to realize the electronic music had everything 
with what I used to listen and I realized that with acoustic instruments we couldn’t express total feeling in the 
musics. 

R: The great pleasure in listening music came when | integrated to the punk moviment during my youth, so | 
noticed that all that energy, revolt and aggressivities were compatible with my ideologies. But when I have got 
the access to the EBM(aggressive, cold and pulseting), | noticed that the variety of tones were yet much more 
able to make myself to set free all form of feelings. 


Your main inspirations are Vomito Negro, Skinny Puppy, FLA... Are you influenced also by non-musical things? 
Yes, things which we don’tlike: goverment, prejudices, ignorance, arrogance, animal abuse, ego, inflation, etc... 
We talk about it, but we don’t wanna talk about it ... 


Whatis your opinion on “Breaking All...°? At this moment you have finished several new & promising tracks, so 
when can we expect new Morgue release? 

Well, the first demotape was recorded a bit precipitately. We had few experiences and resources. This demo was 
very experimental with something of punkrock. The second demo was produced in a studio, but the major part 
of the equipments that we used were borrowed. In this way at the live concert, the songs sounded more “raw” 
and in our opinion they were even better.

Only now (1993) we acquired our own equipments and since then we concretized our own style. 
For 1993 is programmaded a lot of gigs, with new tracks and performances, but a new Morgue release is not 
scheduled yet. 


How would you describe your experimental side project Perverse Mind? | suppose that you really like horror 
movies, because many of P.M. tracks are more than scary. Do you like to make music for an imaginary horror 
films? 

My side projectis there because! really like experimental /noisy/industrial songs and also I like analgesia, horror 
and scar. 


What kind of equipment are you using to make music? And what about your lyrics? 

We used a ROLAND WS30 Workstation Sampling, Dr'umMachine DR550 Boss, Digital Reverb/Delay ALESIS 
Microverb Ill, BOSS HM-2 Distortion, Pads Percussion DIGIDRUM SEILER. On “Breaking All ...", we used a 
MINIMOOGS, BOSS SE-50 Effects. 

We talk about the situation around the world in general, directed to all people on the planet. 

The main titles are: escatology, science, necrophily, religion, social and civil conflicts, politics, and so on... 


We know that in Brazil is a huge electronic scene, there are many clubs, radio shows, etc. Tell us please more 
about this. 

Itis taking time for the world to see that Brazil is as strongin the electro scene as Europe and the USA are. Despite 
of the fact people here are classified as the third world, they are concerned to be people of the first world. 
What we don'thave here in Brazil are financial conditions to organize big productions, concerts, divulgations and 
there is no interest and support from the people who are here and to valorize what is ours. 

Here, we listen to everything and we like everything. We are sure that lots of bands that we contact, have more 
electro fans here in Brazil than in their homelands. | think that’s nice! 

Brazilian electro-guys are so enthusiastic into this kind of music because electronic music is very good with 
positive ideas. 


Do you like to play live? Tell us please more about your live show. Any tour in the near future? Where? 

We love to play live! Our concerts are well accepted and expected. People ask us to make cover-versions of Klinik 
or Vomito Negro. At the CYBERNETIC FACES gig (one of our favourite Brazilian electro-band) they made 
POUPPEE FABRIKK and DER PRAGER HANDGRIFF covers. Electro-guys here in Brazil don’t have any 
opportunity to see an international live performance. Our concerts are not more than gigs, but they are good! 
And for while there is nothing programmed. 


You are the creator of very interesting electrozine Underground Resistance. What is the main idea of this zine? 
There is only Absolute Control fanzine here. We have many contacts around the world with other bands, specially 
unknown new bands, then is very difficult to me to divulgate all that. 

Now Valdemir “Roger” (my friend and leader of “Frontzine 242”) is working for a better divulgation of zine. 


Your favourite song, singer, group, colour, and meal? 
G:“Conjure-Project Pitchfork” 
Nivek Ogre, Eternal Afflict 
cold and metallic colours 
meat, beer, wine and pizza 
R:“Solvent-Skinny Puppy” 
Nivek Ogre, Klinik

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Mentallo & The Fixer is probably the best electro act from USA, country, where pure electro is not so obvious. 
Not solong ago they have signed ZothOmmog and released album “Revelations 23’’. We find it very interesting 
to ask them some questions... 


We know that M&TF consists of two brothers, so who is Mentallo and who is The Fixer and why? 

I’Gary-‘am ‘’Mentallo” and Dwayne ‘The Fixer’. The actual story behind the name is that a friend of mine 
brought 4 the name to me many years ago. He told me later, once we started going by M+TF that they are 
old comic book Villans. As for the names] feel they describe usin many ways. ‘’Mentallo” - Mental - Mentallity 
- lam the lyric writter and vocalist so I feel that Ihave a need to express myself in these forms. Dwayne is The 
Fixer because he is an electronix Technician - he is the tech in this unit. We both compose music - and we most 
definitly have our separate identities and functions within the band. 


When was formed the idea to punish your machines? What's the point behind two intimately related objects - man 
& machine? 

Strange - I’ve never even thought of it as punnishment. I see it as my own personal expression. The whole idea 
synthesizers were created was to manipulate sound, not to have something sound acoustic, but synthetic to 
create original sounds. the point is I never quite got the hand of the guitar - “Dwayne did”. I use to play drums 
but it was so hard to find people to practice with so we said to ourselves - we don’t need to bother with extra 
people. 


What influences you musically? How important are lyrics to M&TF? 

Lifes experience is exploding in my face. Lyrics are very important - even much more so on the next release. 
They maybe even a bit to personal to expose, but to hell with it, I have nothing to hide. I feel with some of the 
lyrics i scribble down to myself - I do want to use - but they are very emotional, very deep. It seems about time 
to really crack. As for the next full lenght which will contain over 70 minutes of music - Thats what we want 
to give to our fans with every release. Fill the damm thing up. It is due out in November if everything runs as 
scheduled. We have completed 6 trax and have just started working on the rest. I must state the production 
sounds much better. We willalso be out onthe Muzic Research ZothOmmog compilations’ Zoth In Your Mind’ 
and ‘’ Body Rapture 3”. These will contain either ext. Remixes or Dub Mixes which were recorded in November 
+ December of 92’ - for our up + coming release. As of yet we do not have a title for the release but we have 
a few ideas. 


“Revelations 23” is one of the most impressive masterpieces of '93. How would you describe more than 70 minutes 
of your cruel electro assault? 

Tough question - Well for starters there is a range of sounds and textures. Some songs are very raw in the 
engineering and others are more polished. Some of the trax are spontaneous. I feel at least half of the trax have 
the word urgency placed on them. Hell maybe all of them do. Some of the trax are chaotic + hectic while others 
arejust a bit more timid. Some trax drone while others are constantly changing. Some of the trax deal with world 
issues - some are personal. Some are cryptic - some we improvised right during recording. 


You are the part of Talla’s team. How do you feel about this collaboration? For how long you have signed the deal? 
I feel its the best thing that could happentous. Talla and the cats at Muzic Researchare great people. They aren't 
out just to make a quick buck off the bands, they really do care a great deal about us. They have done so much 
for us. Just recently Talla had us liscensed to a label here in the states so our music will be made avalible 
domestically, this took place at the New Music Seminar in New York City. 


At the beginning you have been associated with Simbiose Records. Are you still in touch with Luis Carlos? 
First of all, I’m not here to bad mouth anybody - but as it stands - I have never recieved any type of payment 
or royalties. Inever even recieved a CD copy of Cybernetic Biodread Transmission. I haven't recieved any form 
of response from him in over a year. As well [hear that there is a CD version of “No Rest For The Wicked” that 
is out now and we weren't even notified of its release - we haven't even seen a copy of it - actually that was 
released without our consent. 

So to put it simply - no, I'm obviously not in touch with him anymore. 

And I do intend to get what is rightfully mine, as in royalties. 


Many of your countrymen prefer more strings than technology. Why? 
I have no idea - Ican only assume that it has something to do with getting laid. 


Speaking about technology, can you give us list of your machinery? 

Actualy we have a shitload so I will just name off the basic synth & samplers we use.

T guess Texas Rangers are more popular than M&TF. Fortunately, this counts only in states, not in Europe. 
He lod is it difficult to be damned good American electro unit? 

I would like to say yes + no on the difficulty bit. I will say this, it takes an extreme amount of dedication and 
a shit load of sacrifice (socially + financially). My brother and I are not healthy at all, in fact we are just getting 
by - by the skin of our teeth. It can be tough, better yet it is tough - we don’t look at this as a hobby we look

at itasalife long profession because we love what we do. We really appreciate what we have, because we slaved 
our fucking asses off for this shit we have. We didn’t have anyone af us pay for this. As well - speaking for

can hear that in the music. 

European electro guys are hungry to see M&TF live. Anything to add? 

We are just as hungry to tour Europe - it’s just a matter of support from our fans and us getting overseas. I'm 
looking forward to it. I have never been outside of Texas. 


What it means to you to be on stage? Could you give us a clue about your live performances? 
I feel it will be abt of RAW ENERGY. We have not yet done any live performances as M+TF as of yet. 


What are your future plans and when can we expect another miracle on silver circle? 

Future plans would be totour Europe + thestates. Purchase a shitload more of old + new equipment when fonds 
are necessary. Work onsome side projects. Actually for the past few months we have been working witha new 
vocalist for a side project called MANESTHAI - his name is Mike and he is very intense, as well we running 
his vocals without to much vocal treatments. Its sounds nothing like Mentallo and the Fixer and we made sure 
of that. The trax have a lot and i stress a lot of variety to them because not one track sounds similar in any way 
just because of the choices of sounds. The vocals and lyrix are very powerful. We have completed 8 or 9 songs 
and have remixes for them as well. We will get back to work with him once we finish up the rest of the M+1TF 
material, it’s just that right now there is a lot of personal shit I need to vent out. 


Is it too much misery in this world? 

Sure there is, but suffering. Many people take life for grantide - and should atke a good look at how other peoples 
lives and really feel fortunate. The way I see it is that you only have one shot here. And if life is treating you 
like shit either deal withit in your own way and if you don’t like it, then do something about it. You can make 
a difference don’t let anyone tell you, that you can’t do this or that. That is complete bullshit. Never give up. 
Quitters never winn. Winners never quit.

What was the main idea behind choosing the name Spartak ? 

The name Spartak comes from the “Spartakus-Bund”, a Marxist movement in the German revolution of 1919, 
led by Rosa Luxemburg and Karl Liebknecht. Spartak tries to develop new forms of expressions like the 
“Spartakus-Bund” tried to fulfill its revolutionary ideals in a narrow-minded socicty. 

On the other hand the name Spartak sounds good and may be understood internationally. 


Spartak is known as multimedia art project. Why have you decided for this kind of project ? 

Spartak use different media to have a large spectrum of expression and to reach as much people as possible. 
Multimedial activitics allow Spartak to present themselves not only at concerts but also at art expositions such 
as the “ars electronica” in Vienna and at video-festivals. 

For Spartak, multimedia does not only mean films/ videos accompanied by a song or songs accompanied by 
film/ videos; music and image, words and rhythm needn't have an intelligible relationship by all means, the 
four components image, words, sound and rhythm have to act commonly upon the audience from different 
directions and they have to appeal as well to the “civilized” as to the “animal” parts of human nature. 


Another description of Spartak’s activities is “computer aided proletkult”. Isuppose this movement is one 
of your main influences. Could you tell us more about this ? 

The proletkult-movement arose in the Soviet-Union of the twenties. It represents a revolutionary direction in 
art which doesn’t only address to a clique of intellectuals and art-critics but to the people in general. Proletkult 
deals mainly with themes from everydays life; every human being may understand this sort of art which 
nevertheless is not unpretentious. 


Except proletkult, what are your other musical influences (non-musical as well) ? 

Beko try to avoid to be influenced by other people, therefore I just can mention some personal preferences 
of the particular band members: 

- Merlin Monroe: from This Mortal Coil to Ministry ... 

- Malesitzky: El Lissitzkij, Kasimir Malewitsch ... 

- Victor le Nettoyeur: David Lynch, Stanley Kubrick, Cabaret Voltaire, Front 242, Front Line Assembly / 
Intermix, The Clash, Ministry ... 

(by the way... fuck Leaether Strip / Klute, he’s just too cheap...) 


Let’s talk about your first album “Golem”, especially about video version of it. What is the main concept 
& images used in this very interesting project ? Any future video releases ? 

The “Golem”-video is a combination of Spartak songs with very fast moving abstract, computer-animated 
shape and colours; there nearly are no “real” images or pictures. Some parts of this video were used at Spartak- 
concerts for visualization. 

The “Golem” -video has been shownat most important multi-media festivals around the World and won some 
prizes. 

Malesitzky works at this moment on the video-version of our new CD “Omagiu”, integrating this time much 
more “real” images into all that computer-stuff. 


Yoursecond album “Survival Of The Fittest” is in my opinion a real masterpiece offering an unusual and 
enormous varied range of electro sounds. Can we expect in the near future from Spartak the same musical 
direction ? 

As you can hear on our new CD “Omagiu”, the new Spartak material is much more homogeneous. This is a 
reaction on the feedback we've got on “Survival Of The Fittest”; people don’t seem to accept such a variety of 
different musical forms. We decided to release the rather pop-orientated songs under another name, so that 
it is easier for the consumer to decide, which kind of Spartak sound he/she will accept. 
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You told me last time that there is a new side project with your new female singer Lupa Limax. Anything 
to add ? 

This side-project “sleeps” at the moment, because sea? hehe is too busy: Lupa Limax works on other musical 
projects, Merlin has, together with female singer Katia Reichenstein, re-vitalized his former pop-band “Touch 
El Arab” (remember the top-3-hit “Muhammar” ?), with which he checks out 90ties-electro-disco, and I work 
on new Spartak material. 

Additionally, Merlin and I work a lot in our Fort Vox-Studio, at the time with Panic On The Titanic, then with 
Carlos Peron. Both are recording their new albums at Fort Vox. 


Could you tell us more about newest projects of Spartak ? Are you still on German Dark Star label ? 
Spartak have just released a new CD “Omagiu” on Dark Star.

Any comments to your symbol “Gegen nazis” which appeared on “Survival Of The Fittest” cover ? 
There are just too much fascists, especially in the EBM/ Electro scene; in a time, where fascism reappears, not 
only in Germany, bu all over Europe, it is important to dissociate oneself from that, we don’t want to be 
missunderstood. 

Spartak rejects any kind of ideology: We think that ideologies are too inflexible, that they narrow the human 
mind which anyway is subject to too many restrictions. Instead of ideologies, free culture of thinking should 
be the impulse to development. 


Iam one of the supporters of Dogma Beat, so I am very curious to ask you the following question. Spartak 
was one of the founding members of this Swiss techno union with Philippe as it’s president. But this is 
past now. What was the main reason of leaving Dogma Beat ? 

Personal reasons; we just couldn’t stand the arrogance of some “innocent” dilletanti. But nevertheless Iam still 
a supporting member of Dogma Beat. I think, Beat Hauser does his job very well. 


I noticed a lot of potential on Swiss electronic scene. Great talents such as The Innocence Of Crime, System 
Der Dinge, Network, Sleepwalk, Shalt-Frequentz, Panic On The Titanic... What is your feeling of 
nowadays electronic scene in your country ? The future of electronic movement in Switzerland ? 

There are great bands in Switzerland suchas Panic On The Titanic, Shalt Frequentz, Network and some others. 


But, as inany country, most electroacts arejust copying their idols instead of searching for new formsof musical 
expression. 


In conclusion, what is the last message of Spartak ? 
Do believe in Spartak, because Spartak believes in you !

What was the starting point of IOC and why have you decided to be an electronic band ? Wouldn't be easier to make some 
commercial music and appear as headliners in nice colourful magazines instead of appearing in Crewzine ? 

A long time ago we all learnt to play music either with piano or an organ what is basically the reason for our playing electronic 
music today. 

For our critical thoughts that follow from the technological environment we all live in, electronic music is the best medium 
to express and reduce them. 

It is very important for us to express and to point out and it is secondary to earn a lot of money with our music, but we stay 
open-minded to combine these two points. 


Maybe we are surviving, but we love our music and we will keep on fighting for better future of this music. Is this “the dark 
side of living” ? 

Not at all. “The Dark Sides Of Living” rather refer to every single human since its nature consists of bright sides being for 
example love, tolerance or optimism and the dark sides like hate, depressions, pessimism, envy and it is important to accept 
them as a part of the whole and to live with them. 


What are the main musical and non-musical inspirations of IOC ? 
Our environment. 


I have heard that you have released on your own one very special CD for all friends of IOC. Could you tell us more about this 
rare release ? 

The basic idea was to give to one of the bandmembers at a special event a backcatalogue CD with all the material we had 
written up to now. Since it was very expensive to produce only one CD we decided to make several copies and to give them 
to our closest friends. 


Right now is the beginning of July and as far know IOC is still searching for label. But it seems like many of them are in deep 
sleep. Any idea how to wake up them ? 

Basically it is not too difficult to find any label that wants to produce a CD of our music, but we want to work with a company 
whose intention is to build us up and can accept our work as a whole thing and not only wants to produce a CD according 
to its requests. 


Your latest demo “The Dark Sides Of Living” was an extremely strong piece of work. When can we expect your next release 
? Any compilations except forthcoming Dogma Beat tape sampler ? By the way, which track you have chosen for this sampler? 
On the one hand we refuse to give all songs of The Innocence Of Crime for compilations, on the other hand since “The Dark 
Sides Of Living” tape we have produced 6 new songs which are all designated for our first CD. Concerning the Dogma Beat 
Tape Sampler we have not made any decision up to now. 


Speaking about Dogma Beat, you are one of the most active members of this union. Few weeks ago I have been told by Beat 
that also Blockhead and Shalt-Frequentz are seriously searching for a label to release their first CD. Sol am sure there are 
some good news ready for publishing. 

Though we are active members of Dogma Beat and Shalt-Frequentz and Blockhead are good frieds of us we don’t know their 
exact plans for the future. 


You are the creator of World-Techno-Association project, which is another great union helping unknown bands to make their 
dreams true. How it looks with “our family” now ? Any new members ? 

Yes, people from Finland and Russia will soon join the World-Techno-Association. With them there are WTA-agencies in 
10 countries (USA, Canada, Brazil, Germany, Switzerland, Slovakia, France, The Netherlands, Russia and Finland). 


Are you involved in some side projects ? 
We do have ideas for side- or solo-projects but we really find no time and by all means the most important fact for not having 
done such a project is that The Innocence Of Crime is the main thing and we want to concenctrate all out power on it. 


I guess that most of your free time is devoted to work for the raise of electronic music. Despite of this what are other hobbies 
and interest of all members of IOC ? 

The Incredible Ghostman: Magic books of bygone cultures, archeology, philosophy, designing of Innocence of Crime covers

L-F-B: Literature, politics, philosophy 


In conclusion, how do you feel about the future of electronic movement ? 

The kind of electronic music we play does not refer to any musical trends and that’s why you can’t kill it by selling it out. 
It doesn’t move any mountains, it makes them sound.

of electronic music, because TXAT (Triple-X Atomic 
Toejam) are for sure one of them. This CDS contains 
only two songs and running time is about 13 min- 
utes, but it looks like full length CD. There is not only 
white sheet of paper tn packet of CDS. There are 
written names of band members and lyrics of both 
tracks are included | It was surprise for me. Music is 
surprising too, guys are using pretty much their 
samplers and all their machinery. Alot of newsounds 
flying around, samples through both tracks mixed in 
a strange sounding music, there are heavy guitars 
sounds mixed with some typical techno sounds and 
strange crashing sounds. The resultis : new style, far 
away from techno/EBM/electro cliches. On first 
song “God In A Pill” is singing (if it could be called so) 
P.Marklund, sometimes absolute ununderstandable 
whispered deadly voice pushed in background and 
singing woman sample through it, guitars in it and 
strange percussions and beats. That's it. Second 
song begins with whirling sounds going around your 
ears, just very pleasant sounds that you don't expect 
anything else than pretty song. But then, sound like 
from Noise Unit's “Kick To Kill” (maybe my ears 
deceived me) and voice like of dying Viking warrior 
wishing revenge and death to all his enemies, to- 
gether with heavy guitar, church choir, samples like 
“Jeeesus , honey” and woman sighs gives a very 
heavy and thick track. 

If | should describe music of TXAT I should say that 
it's so weird that it's beautiful.

As usual Robert is fully 
in charge of his machinery and ready to offer us very 
pleasant instrumental electronics. After his so im- 
pressive appearance on GPC#06, he is back nowwith 
more atmospheric and melodic sounding stuff. 
*Clouded” contains 7 songs, but many of them last 
more than 10 minutes, so the total running time 
jumps easily over 60 minutes. 

“Electronically generated sound environments” seems 
to be the exactly correct description of Robert’s 
music. The sound ts very elaborated and everything 
fits together. I would prefer to listen to this tape when 
relaxing, you won't hear any hard hitting electronics, 
so you can immediately discover the beauty of an 
electronic world. Some songs sound like electronic 
soundtrack music. The beginning of “Event” is very 
close to famous Delerium. Each track Is very good, so 
it’s difficult to choose the best ones. I guess “Mist”, 
“Conception®, “Death Of The Optimist” and men- 
tioned “Event” are toughest, but also the rest is more 
than enjoyable. “Clouded” is excellent release repre- 
senting Robert's musical creativity and talent. Robert 
is collaborating also with another entirely electronic 
project Behavioral Control Squad. The next BT mate- 
rial will be again more “dance beat” oriented and 
probably called “Metronome Sense”. I really look 
forward to it. It would be nice to hear BT on CD sol 
hope some labels will open their minds. If you would 
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like to know more about BT and electronic scene in 
LA, don't miss the next Crewzine, but first give your 
support to Robert. Blink Twice enjoys mail!

Borley Rectory promo tape 

Mentioning several mysteries surrounding electronic 
scene Swedish band Borley Rectory is one of them for 
sure. Their demo “Where The Dead Walk” was re- 
leased already in the winter 90/91 and these guys are 
still walking around with no attention from labels 
(except Tango Train who takes care of their tapes). I 
really don’t understand what's going on here, beacuse 
“Where The Dead Walk" is one of the best demo tapes 
I have ever heard. Shame on all the electro labels! At 
the beginning. when I was going to contact Henrik 
Medquist and Markus Swahn of Borley Rectory, | 
didn’t know what to expect, ‘cause of some rumours 
about their split up. Fortunately BR is still alive and 
able to produce totally impessive music. Mainly 
influenced by Skinny Puppy, The Tear Garden 
(Markus), but also by The Legendary Pink Dots and 
indian raga music (Henrik), BR is able to drive us 
safely between several styles with very strong and 
elaborated sound structures. Another thing that 
really stands out is Markus’ voice. A side inludes 
except remarkable 8 track demo “Where The Dead 
Walk” also some unreleased 91/92 tracks. Some 
tracks move within the same sphere as Skinny 
Puppy, for example “Shambles” or “Carol Ann” while 
“Drowning” or “The Distorted Fairytale” are closer to 
early FLA stuff. “Drowning” is one of my most fave 
tracks and | am sure you remember this one from 
excellent “Cybernetic Biodread Transmission” CD 
compilation (Simbiose Records). Another smasher is 
“Crawling”, it starts like horror soundtrack, but then 
turns everything {nto nice piano piece. Unforgettable 
is also the last track “The Botanists Tomb’, a very 
nice dark and atmospheric track on which Markus is 
joined by female singer. B side is consisting of two live 
recordings from Visby (hometown of BR). Except old 
masterpieces such as “Drowning”, “Carol Ann” or 
“Alcoholics”, we can find on this “live” stde some 
unreleased songs plus some new ones. BR sounds 
today a bit different from their “Where...” sound and 
I am very curious to Hsten to their next works. In 
conclusion, BR, Is one of the toughest “tape” bands 
I have heard so far and I hope that some labels will 
finally open their eyes and ears and offer to them well 
deserved contract. We will keep fingers crossed for 
Borley Rectory. Give your support to BR and don't go 
away, because the next issue of Crewzine will feature 
our interview with Henrik and Markus.

For Crying Out Loud “Chapter 3” tape 

This is tape, which you can get with the one of the best 
electrozines For Crying Out Loud, coming from USA. 
This tape is something like presentation of bands 
mentioned in the zine.

The tape has two sides (as usually), but sides have 
very interesting names: first side is “side psi” and 
second side is “side phi*. There are totally 10 bands,

Gil Oliveira Santos (sequencers, sampling. keyboards) 
& Rene Menezes (vox, lyrics, performance) are the 


leaders of Brazilian electro unit Morgue coming from 
Sao Bernardo Do Campo, an industrial city near Sao 
Paulo. This band is quite famous in their homeland 
and now the time became right to convince the whole 
electronic world about their talent. Morgue was born 
at the end of 1990 and their first demo “Unacknowldege 
Form” (1992) was somewhere between experimental 
electronic and industrial. Second demo “Breaking All 
The Bones’ (look for review), avalaible through Cri Du 
Chat Disques and Digital Tapes, is more aggressive 
and dark. Also this promo tape with new and 
unreleased ‘93 tracks shows harsh electronic beats 
with distorted vocals and strong dark atmospheres. 
Morgue's lyrics deal mainly with themes such as 
politics, religion, psychology ... Several highlights 
can be found on this tape, for example “The mind !s 
a labyrinth” in early Vomito Negro style, opening 
“Religion & science”, or dark and apocalyptic “Death's 
cloudes’ (the best track from this tape). The last track

INSERT & DIVE - Prague - Radost FX Club - 
27.5.1993 

Not even one week later after the excellent Project 
Pitchfork gig (at RC Bunkr) we had the opportunity to 
see in Prague another top electro act. This time 
Belgian Insekt, who came to present their new live 
programm to their newest album “In the eye” (look for 
review). 

There was round 200 fans at Radost FX, but I think 
some of them came without knowing what to expect. 
The first part of this concert, provided by Dirk Ivens’ 
solo project Dive (ex-Absolute Body Control, ex- 
Klinik), only proved my above words. During 20 
minutes long impressive thunder of percussions we 
heard tracks from “Final report’ & “First album”. Add 
to this as always very unique and effective "EBM- 
arrange”, stroboscopes and aggressive dancing. Quite 
enough to affect each audience, except the one in 
Prague, which remained passive during Dirk's gig. As 
Dirk told us, this never happened to him. Well, unlike 
myself, Dirk didn’t know Prague. 

After the short break, when we watched the empty 
stage dominated by huge metallic imitation of insekt, 
itwas up to Insekt to break off the silence. Already the 
first ionizing sounds proved my knowledges, that 
sometime “monotone” Belgian bands are able to 
make totally wild gigs. Smashers suchas “Intheeye’, 
“Dreams in pockets” or “The punisher” (with Mario 
behind the pads) finally affected the audience, which 
was franticly jumping to the rhythm. Rhythms and 
some sampled guitars were more dominating than 
the “solemn” sounds from Insekt’s previous works 
also on the next tracks “Leave me alone’, °F.F. 
session”, “Evil train” or on older “Deception”. 
*Fabrikarbeiter techno” we could compare to some 
Sloppy Wrenchbody’s influences on “In the eye”. On 
the other side, magic “Dreamscape” was perhaps the 
best track of this concert, when Mario was holding 
two portable lights in his hands and making various 
effects through the fog. What an impression!!! Con- 
spicuous metallic samples, very good light effects, 
great sound (thanks to Gin Devo behind the mixing 
desk) and Mario's perfect dancing were some of the 
highlights of that night. Unfortunately, a bit short 
gig. 

Machine man Erik Van Wonterghem (ex-Absolute 
Body Control, ex- Klinik, ex-Vomito Negro) and singer 
Mario Vaerewljck (ex-Vomito Negro) proved that Insekt 
is one of the most progressive electro acts in Europe. 
Dive surpassed all my best expectations. When they 
will arrive again, don’t miss them! 

We can definitely trust the Insekt...

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Simbolo, 31.July 1993, live at Cais (Sao Paulo - 
Brazil) during the first Cri Du Chat Festival 
Simbolo is one of the most important bands from 
Brazil. Simbolo started in January 1988, recorded 
“Le Sacré Du Printemps” (CD album) in 1992 and 
right now are recording a CD single (5 tracks) to be 
released until December 1993 by Cri Du Chat Disques. 
Cais was completely full to see the last gig of first Cri 
Du Chat Festival. Simbolo began their gig with an 
interesting cover from Depeche Mode “Stripped”. “No 
time to change” showed a new face of Simbolo and It 
will be included in CD single. “Sem razao’ with lyrics 
in Portuguese was fantastic. Their old hit "“Homem 
palido” bring back our memories. More 3 new songs: 
“More people”, “Your life” (released on “Minimal 
Synth Ethics II") and “Senhor’ with percussive sounds 
and Martin's distorted voice showing a personal 
style. To my pleasure an other cover from Depeche 
Mode “Everything counts” in a fantastic version. 
More 3 songs that will be included in CD single: 
*Protocol six” (released on “Minimal Synth Ethics I"), 
“Mercy and guilt” (instrumental version) and other 
cover from Depeche Mode “Never let me down again”. 
*Final cut” showed an unusual mixture of hard 
sounds and melodic keyboards. Simbolo closed this 
gig with 2 songs of “Le Sacré Du Printemps”: “Winnable 
war’ and “That's possession’. An incredible show: 45 
minutes non stop !| Unforunately °K.A.O.S° and “En- 
forced” were missing to satisfy the public. 

The better way to close this fantastic and historic 
festival. Long live to Brazilian electro scene !

Pop Komm. festival, 20.8.1993, Stoolwerk hall, Kéln, 
Germany 

The Pop Komm. festival is a kind of gigantic popular 
fancy which lends to attract many different people, 
organizing several (and more) gigs accross the city. 
Crossing Koln that night we had to conclude that all 
the halls were gosing to display their better shows 
featuring artists from allthe opposites: jazz, hardcore, 
trash, rock, electro... The greatest meeting of the 
year. 

One could understand this festival in the Stoolwerk 
as a tribute to Machinery Records. Of course bands 
like Dance Or Die or Oomph! have their fans since a 
long time but the surprise was going to happen soon 
with the Cubanate show which came after the one of 
Syntec. As usual in festivals, new signings start 
firing. 

First of all I may apologize. Yes, I was hungry and 
miss the opening of Syntec but I don't feel that too 
important. Who of you never saw two guys on stage 
? No, it wasn't more: just two men on stage and a 
public in front of them. Oh! I forgot the music; yes, I 
remember some sounds my left ear heared (the right 
one was so tired). At this time DM22 for the entrance 
were still an expensive amount. 

Indeed, the show really started on the appearance of 
Cubanate who surprised the public with a live drum- 
mer (yes! a real one, with flesh and bones; I touched 
him) and a guitarist. It was a fact that a lot of the fans 
of a pure electro were going to be sick going back 
home. If the Cubanate CD still is awaited from 
Machinery, it is now certain that the company has 
found out a more powerful set than all the others 
signed at the moment. Only the singer made us 
smiling with his typical maneers ala Luc Van Acker 
to move and play his role of bad boy. A funny side 
always is welcome to make a gig more human. 
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Indeed the big question used to be summarized in 
only three words: Dance Or Die ? The answer was 
quite disappointing: Die | Ho ! you cannot imagine 
how much it is hard for me to speak in sad words of 
the Dance Or Die performance, I, their greatest fan. 
But how could | act in another way ? When a band fs 
able to destroy a hit like “Fire”, it sounds useless to 
look after more significative details. Synthetizers and 
robot-drums plus an up-dated singer and visual 
projections are not enough to make a good show. Just 
enough maybe to ensure to be still alive, but for how 
much time ? 

So, after a painful tear, the main act of the night came 
at least in view: Oomph | was on stage and already the 
public was clapping and moving. The greatest songs 
were played (“Der Neue God", “Ich Bin Du’, 
“Breathtaker”...) and the grand circus mastered by 
Crap, Dero and Flux (two of them playing the guitar 
and one singing) easily took off, followed by two 
hundreds fanatic persons. Aquite unusual set amaz- 
ingly close to a Faith No More performance (with less 
money). Yes, you've understood it: Oomph! and 
Cubanate were the top of the festival and I'm still 
asking myself: did they took steroids ?

Birmingham 6 + Liquid Limbs, Budapest - Hungary, 
The Petéfi Hall, 25. 9. 93 

To see some Danish electro act in action {ts usually 
more than difficult, so our Crew couldn't miss this 
great and unexpected opportunity to see our friends 
Kim & Michael of Birmingham 6, one of the top 
Danish electro formations. This concert also gave us 
chance to meet our friends from Hungarian electrozine 
Virus, but this gig was organized by Hungarian 
Depeche Mode Fan Club as the part of big DM party 
at that night (!!!). The main hall was quite full crowded 
(1500-2000 people), but mostly only by DM fans. We 
discovered very soon also smaller hall, Hungarian 
techno club, dedicated to hard electronics, so our 
electro ears stayed safe. Okay, let's start with the 
concert that took place in the main hall. The opening 
act was Hungarian newcomer Liquid Limbs that has 
recently released tape on Trottel Records (review in 
Crewzine #6). For our part, we expected some hard 
electro stuff, but Liquid Limbs offered pure and hard 
tekkno. Good begining, especially for all those who 
prefer this style. Now let's join the gig of Birmingham 
6. The lead off intro was more than convincing. Then 
everything fired up with briliant track “Contagious”. 
This one is even better than “Israel”. Soon we noticed 
that their new stuff is harder than old one from 
“Israel” period. “Birmingham 6", “Mindhallucination”, 
“Who do you love”... were some of the highlights of 
that night, of course together with two big hits 
“Israel” and “This girl”. Kim, the singer, was trying 
unceasingly to affect the audience, but it was more 
than difficult to convince all these freaks. Globally a 
very good performance by Birmingham 6, but unfor- 
tunately in front of many people who came to listen 
to DM only. We are looking forward to the forthcom- 
ing releases of Birmingham 6 (out on Slop Pail 
Records}. Review of mini CD “Contagious” and CD 
album “Mindhallucination” will appear in the next 
issue.

Also 
one of my personal faves “Superluminal” with beau- 
tiful Annelie on lead vocals was played. Enthusiastic 
Joel, the singer, never stopped dancing, jumping...
